A Ponderous Epistle on His Favorite 
Political Topies. 


Denial That Tariff Reform Means 
Exactly Free Trade. 


The Buzzard’s Bay Statesman Handles 
Campaign Issues, Especially the Sil- 
ver Question, With Tilden-like 
Adroitness.

New York, Sept. 26.—[By the Asso- 
ciated Press.] The following is a syn- 


opsis of Cleveland’s letter of accept- 
ance: 


Hon. William L. Wilson and others or. the 
committee, etc.: In responding to the formal 
notification of my nomination tothe Presi- 
dency by the national Democracy I hope I 
may be permitted to say at the outset that 
continued refiection and observance have 
confirmed me in my adherence to the opin- 
ions which Ihave heretofore plainly and 
publicly declared touching the questions 
involved in the canvass. .Thisis the time, 
above .all others, when these questions 
should be considered in the light afforded 
by a sober apprehension of the principles 
upon which our Government is based, and 
aclear understanding of the relation it 
bears to the people for whose benefit it was 
created. We shall thus be supplied with a 
test by which the value of any eo eee 
relating tothe maintenance and adminis- 
tration of‘our Government can be ascer.- 
tained, and by which the justice and hon. 
esty of every political question can be 
judged. If doctrines or theories are pre- 
sented which do not satisfy this test loyal 


| Americanism must pronounce them false 


anu Misculevous, 

The protection of od at ge in the exclu- 
sive use and enjoyment of their property 
and earnings concededly constitute the es- 
special purpose and mission of our free 
Government. This design is so interwoven 
with the structure of our plan of rule that 
failure to protect citizens in such use and 
enjoyment of their own or the unjustifiable 
diminution thereof by the Government it- 
self is a betrayal of the people's trust. We 
have undertaken to. build a great nation 
upon a plan of our own. To furnish the 
means for the accomplishment of national 
objects the American people are willing 
through federal taxation to surrender part 
of their earnings andincome. Tariff legis- 
lation presents the familiar form of fed- 
eral taxation and results as surely in a tax 
upon the daily life of our people as a tribute 
paid directly into the hands of the tax 
gatherer. We feel the burdenof these 
tariff taxes too palpably to be persuaded by 
any sophistry that they do not exist or are 
paid for by foreigners. Such taxes are 
only justifiable for the purpose of maintain- 
ing the Government and furnishing the 
means for the accomplishment of its legiti- 
mate purposes. This is taxation under the 
operation of the tariff for revenue. It 


‘manifestly enjoins strict economy in public 


expenditures and their limitation to legit- 
imate public uses, inasmuch as it exhibits 
as absolute extortion any exaction by way 
of taxation, from the substance of the peo- 
ple, bevon’ the necessities of a careful and 
er administration of the Government. 

O>posed to this theary, the dogma is 
now boldly presented that tariff taxation 
in ,ustiflable for the express purpose and 
inteat of promoting especial interests and 
enterprises. Such a proposition is so 
clearly contrary to the spirit of our Consti- 
tution and so directly encourages a dis- 
turbance, by selfishness and greed, of 
patriotic sentiment, that its statement 
would rudely shock our people if they had 
not already been insidiously allured from 
the safe landmarks of principle. Never 
have honest desires for national growth, 
patriotic devotion to country and sincere 
regard for those who toil been so betrayed 
to the support of a pernicious doctrine. 
The plea that our infant industries should 
be fostered did service until discredited by 
our stalwart growth. Then followed the 
exigencies of a terrible war and now, 
after a long period of peace, when our 
overburdened countrymen ask for § relief 
and restoration to fuller enjoyment of 
their incomes and earnings, they are met 
by the claim that tariff taxation for the 
sake of protection is the American system, a 
continuance of which is necessary in order 
that high wages may be paid tdé our work- 
ingmen and a' home market provided tor 
farm products. These pretenses should no 
longer déceive. The truth issuch a system 
is directly antagonized by every sentiment 
of justice and fairness of which Americans 
are preéminently proud, Itis also true 
that, while our workingmen and farmers 
can, least of allour people, defend them- 
selves against the harder home life which 
such tariff taxation decrees, the working- 
man is suffering from the importation and 
employment of pauper labor, instigated by 
his professed friends, and is seeking secur- 
ity in organized coéperation, and still waits 
for a division of the advantages secured his 
employer under cover of generous soli-’- 
tude for his wages; while the farmer ; 
learning that the prices of his products are 
tixed in foreign markets, where he suffers 
from competition invited and built up by 
the system he is asked tosupport. Every 
governmental concession to clamorous 
vorites invites corruption of political af- 
fairs by encouraging the expenditure ‘of 
money to debauch the suffrage in tupport 
of a policy directly favorable to private 
and selfish gain. This in the end must 
strangle patriotism and weaken popular 
confidence in the rectitude of republican 
institutions. 

Recognizing@these truths, the ‘national 
Democracy will seek by the application of 
just and sound principles to equalize to the 
people the blessings due them from the 
government they support; to promote 
among our countrymen a community of in- 
terests cemented by patriotism and national 
pride, and to point out the fair field where 
prosperous and diversified American enter- 
prise thrive in the wholesome atmosphere 
of American industry, ingenuity and intel- 
ligence. Tariff reform ie still our purpose. 
We wage. noexterminating war against any 
American interest. We believe a readjust- 
ment can be accomplished without dis- 
aster or demolition. We believe the ad- 
vantages of ffeer raw material should be 
accorded ovr manufacturers, and contem- 
plate acareful distribution of the necessary 
tariff burdens rather than a precipitation 
of freetrade. We anticipate with calmness 
the misrepresentation of our motives and 
purposes and rely upon the intelligence of 
our fellow countrymen to reject the charge 
that the party comprising the majority of 
our people is planning destruction or in- 
jury to American interests, and we know 
they cannot be frightened by the spectre 
of impossible free trade. 

The administration and management of 
our Government depends upon the popular 
will. The federal power is the instrumeht 
of that will, notitism. ‘er. Therefore. the 
attempt of opponents vu. the Democracy to 
interfere witb and control the suffrage of 
States through federal agencies developes 
adesign, which no explanation can miti- 
gate, to reverse the fundamental relations 
between the people and the Government. 
Such an attempt cannot fail to be regarded 
by thoughtful men as proof of a bold de- 
termination to secare the ascendency of a 
discredited party in reckless disregard of. 
the free expression of the popular will. 


To resist such a scheme is an impulse of 
the Democracy, 

The people @re entitled to sound and 
honest money, avundantly sufficient tn 
volume to supply uisiness needs, but what- 
ever may be the form, national or state, 
ce silver or Paper. it should be so requ 
ated and guarded by governmental action 
or wise and Careful iaws that no one can 
be deluded as to the certainty and stability 
ofits value. Byery doliar put into the 
hands of the ped@pic should be of the same 
intrinsig value or purchasing power. 
With this condition absolutely guaranteed 
both gold and siiver can be safely utl- 
lized upon equalterms inthe adjustment of 
our currency. [Ip dealing with this subject 
no selfish schemé@ should be allowed to in- 
tervene and no @ou!tfal experiment should 
be attempted. The wants of our people 
drising from deficiency or imperfect dis- 
tribution of mogey circulation ought to be 
fully and honestly recogniged and efficiently 
remedied. It should. noweVer, be constantly 
remembered that the inconventence or loss 
that might arise froin such a situation can 
be much easief® borne than the universal 
distress which must 
currency. 

Public are agents of the people. 
It istheir duty t@ secure for those they rep- 
resent the best and most efficient perfor- 
mance of public Work. This is best accom- 
plished by regaf@irg ascertained fitness in 
the selection of Government employés. 
This consideration alone is sufficient jus- 
tification for homest adherence to the letter 
and spirit of <iv¥il service reform. Fuc- 
thermore, through its operation worthy 
merit i@ recognized, while its application 
tends to raise the standard of political 
activity from spotls-hunting and unthinking 
party affiliation, to the advocacy of party 
principles by reason and argument. 

The American people are generous and 
grateful and have impressed these charac. 
teristics upon their Government. Theére- 
fore, all patrioti¢ and just decisions must 
commend libéral Consideration for veteran 
soldiers and the families of those who have 
died. No complaint should be made of the 
amount of public money paid those actu. 
ally disabled or Made dependent by reason 
of army service, But the pension roll should 
be a roll of honor, uncontaminated by ill 
desert and unvitlated by demagogic use. 
This is due co these whose worthy names 
adorn the roll and to all our people who 
delight to honor the brave andtrue. It is 
also due to those Who, in years to come, 
should be allowed to hear, reverently and 
lovingly, the story of American patriotism 
and fortitude illustrated by our pension 
roll. References accorded veteran soldiers 
in public employment should be secured 
to them honestly and without evasion, and 
when capable an@®worthy, their claim to 
the helpful regard and gratitude of their 
countrymen should be ungrudgingly ac- 
k nowleged. 

Assurance tothe people of the utmost 
liberty consistent with "peace and good or- 
der, is a cardinal principle of our Govern- 
ment. This gives mo sanction to vexatious 
sumptuary laws, unecessarily interfering 
with habits and castoms of the people, not 
offensive to a just Moral sense and notin 
consistent with goed citizenship and the 
public welfare. 

The same principle requires that the 
line between subjects properly within gov- 
ernmental control and those more fittingly 
left to parental regulation should be care- 
fully kept in view. Enforced education, 
wisely deemed a proper preparation for citi- 
zenship, should mot involve the impair- 
ment of wholesome parental authority, nor 
do violence to thé household conscience. 

Paternalism in the Government finds no 
apprevalin the cvsed of the Democracy. 
It is asymptom of mfsrule, whether mani- 
fested in unauthorized gifts or by the un- 
warranted control of personal and family af- 
fairs. 

Generous hospitality prompts usto wel. 
come the worthy and industrious of all 
lands to home and citizenship among us. 
This is not violated, however, by careful 
and reasonable regulations for the protec- 
tion of the public health, nor does it justify 
the reception of immigrants who have no 
appreciation of our institutions, and whose 
presence among usis a menace to peace 
and good order. 

The importance of.the construction of 
the Nicaragua Canal as a means of promot- 
ing commerce between our States and with 
foreign countries, and also as a contribu- 
tion by Americans to enterprises which ad- 
vance the interests of the world of civiliza- 
tion, should commend the project to gov- 
ernmental approval and indorse ment. 

Our countrymen not only expect. from 
those who representthem in — places 
sedulous care for things directly and palpa- 
bly related to their material interests, but 
also fully appreciate the value of cultivat- 
ing our national pride and honor involved 
in the success of the Columbian Exposition, 
and they will not be inclined to condone 
any neglect of effort om the part of the 
Government to insure in the grandeur of 
this event a fitting exhibit of American 
growth and greatness and a splendid dem- 
onstration of American patriotism. 

In an imperfect mannex 1 have, endeav- 
ored to state some things which accord with 
the creed and intentions of the party to 
which I have given life-long allegiance. 
My attempt has not been to instruct my 
countrymen nor party, but to remind both 
that the Democratic doctrine lies near the 
principles of our Government and tends to 
promote the people's good. I am willing to 
be accused of addressing my countrymen 
upon trite. topics and in homely fashion, 


the surface of thought and should be stated 
in direct and simple terms. 

Though much is left unwritten, my record 
as a public servant leaves no excuse for 
misunderstanding my belief and position 
on the questions now presented to the vot- 
ers for decision. Called for a third time to 
represent the party of my choice in a con- 
test for the supremacy of Democratic 
principles, my grateful appreciation of its 
confidence less effaces the solemn 
sense of my responsibility. If the action of 
the convention is indorsed by the suffrages 
of my countrymen, I will assume the duties 
of the great office, knowing full well its la- 
bors and perplexities, and with humble re- 
liance upon the Divine Being, infinite in 
power to aid and constant in watchful care 
over our favored Nation.

It 
has since been ascertained that a great 
number of men have been placed under 
arrest. ‘The’squadron is confined in the 


barracks tocay. It is reported that

Mr. Commissioner Snyder and Ilis 
“Little Resolution, ~ 

The Police Commissioners will meet 
this afternoon, when the so-called in- 
vestigation of the alleged corruption in 
the police department in connection 
with Chinese gambling will be resumed. 
This alleged investigation was com- 
menced some four or five weeks ago, 
and grew out of a resolution introduced 
by M. P. Snyder, one of the Democratic 
members of the board. This resolution 
was originally written by a newspaper 
reporter, and, in glittering generalities, 
asserted that there was widespread 
talk of corruption and bribery in con- 
nection ‘with Chinese gambling, in 
which members of the commission and 
police officers:were involved. The res- 
olution recited the fact that the mem- 


‘ber who introduced it did not believe 


there was 


any truth in the ru- 
mors, but called for increased 
vigilance on the part of the 


police authorities in suppressing | Chi- 
nese gambling, therebv indirectly cast- 
ing a slur on not only the members of 
the police force, but on the members of 
the commission themselves The reso- 
lution created a great deal of indigna- 
tion among the members of the commis- 
sion, and it was promptly sat upon in 
the form in which it was originally in- 
trodu¢ed. Mr. Shyder was very se- 
verely criticised by his fellow commis- 
sioners, and a demand was made that 
he furnish pfoof of his allegations, or 
atleast give the names of his inform- 
ants. . There was no disposition on the 
part of any member of the commission 
to shut off any investigation, and it was 
finally decided to make a searching in- 
quiry andto bring out any fact that 
would throw any light on the matter. 
The inquiry was accordingly proceeded 
with, and has been vigorously prose- 


cuted, but uptothe present time: not’ 


one particle of evidence has been 


brought out that would = for an 
imstant be admitted in a _ court 
of justice. The town has. been 


ransacked for witnesses; discharged po- 
licemen have been examined; attorneys 
for Chinese murdérers and gamblers 
have been given a hearing; people with 
grievances have been listened to, but 
not one of the men called before the 
commission has been able to give one 
single instance of his own knowledge of 
a single corrupt act on the part of a 
member of the police force or a member 
of the commission. The fullest possible 
latitude has been allowed, and the wit- 
nesses have not only been permitted to 
tell what they knew, which was nil, but 
everything they had ever heard, and 
have even been allowed to give their 
individual opinions and suspicions, un- 
supported by any evidence whatsoever 
all of which has been solemnly list- 
ened to and duly recorded; and now, 
after four or five weeks, neither the 
commission nor the public is any wiser 
than when investigation com- 
menced, the only result having been to 
cast suspicion on one member of the po- 


lice force, who, by a remarkable ¢oin-* 


cidence, happens to be the main witness 
against a once-convicted Chinese mur- 
derer who has recently beén granted a 
new trial by the Supreme Court, and to 
cast a stigma on the memory of a de- 
ceased officer, who while living was also 
a material witness against this same 
Chinaman, 


There is, however, also a_ practical 
side to this so-called investigation. Mr. 
Snyder is a callow youth of Bourbon 
tendencies, who is willing to sacrifice 
himself for the benefit of his fellow- 
citizens, even to the. extent of accept- 
ing office. Mr. Syder desired to go to 
the Legislature, as the first step toward 
the Governorship, and afterward, per- 
haps, the United States Senatorship. 
Mr. Snyder was comparatively un- 
known. It is trve that his name had 
been occasionally mentioned in the 
public press as a police commissioner, 
but more was needed; hence the 
buncombe resolution which. has occu- 
pied the attention of the commission 
for the past few weeks. Of course it 
is not known that the resolution was 
for advertising purposes only, but 
events speak for themselves. 

At the recent Democratic convention 
young Mr. Snyder was duly nominated 
by his party for the Assembly, and his 
proud ambition has been realized. 
Under these circumstances, the young 
man is not to be blamed for trying to 
keep his ‘investigation’’ before the 
people for campaign purposes, but the 
other commissioners owe it to them- 
selves to at once bring the farce to a 
close, and waste no further time over 
it. If any one knows of any rottenness 
let him tell it, but there is neither 
sense nor justice in allowing men’s 
characters to be besmirched on the 
hedrsay, street-corner gossip of irre- 
sponsible and disgrunted individuals. 
It may also be remarked that the Grand 
Jury is now in session; that body has 
power to summon witnesses and find in- 
dictments; besides which the proceed-

The Law and the Ballots. 

Atty-Gen. Hart, at the request of 
Secretary of State Waite, has filed an 
opinion asto the requirements of the

The point of the opinion is that. the 
only parties entitled to a heading on 
the State or ‘‘general ticket’’ at this 
election are: Regular Republican ticket 
(straight), regular Democratic ticket 
(straight), regular Prohibition ticket 
(straight), and no others. 

All nominations made by certificates 
or conventions fér Assemblymen, Sena- 
tors and Congressmen and for county 
officers outside of San Francisco by so- 
called parties other than the three 
above are not entitled to a heading on 
the ‘‘general ticket,’’ but must be 
entered on the ticket in their respective 
places, as follows: 

John Smith, Non-Partisan, 

John Doe, People’s party, 

And so on, none of whom would be 
entitled to a heading on the general 
ticket. 

Thus it appears that the People’s 
party will not be able to appear on the 
ballot with a ‘‘straight ticket,’’ but their 
nominees will be entitled to a place on 
it, each nominee having after his name 
the designation ‘‘People’s party.’’ The 
only real drawhack involved in this will 
be that nebody will be able to vote the 
entire ticket by simply placing the reg- 
ulation cross at the head of the ticket, 
but will be obliged to mark every name 
separately. The Populists may con- 
sider this a hardship, but it is the bes. 
thatcan be done for them under the 


law. The Attorney-General shows that | 


it would be an act of foolhardiness to 
take liberties with a law so exacting as 
that which prescribes the Australian 
ballot system, and thus, perhaps, inval- 
idate the. entire election. He quotes 
the following sections: 


- At the head of each ballot shall be 
printed, in separate lines, the names of all 
political parties which have filed certifi- 
cates of nomination of candidates in ac- 
cordance with sections 1186 and 1187 of 
this code, thus: ‘Regular Republican 
Ticket''—(straight). Sec. 1197. 


From this it is clear that it is only 
those ‘political parties. which have 
filed certificates of nomination of can- 
didates in accordance with sections 
1186 and 1187’’ that are entitled to 
places at the head of the ticket. 

Those sections are as follows: ° 


1186. Any convention, as hereinafter 
defined, held for the purpose of making 
nominations for public office, and also 
electors, to the number hereinafter speci- 
fied, may nominate candidates for public 
office to be filled by election within the 
State. A-convention, within the meaning 
of this act, is an organized assemblage of 
delegates representing a political party 
which at the last election before the hold- 
ing of such convention polled at least three 
percent. of the entire vote of the State, 
county, district or other political division 
for which the nomination is made: pro- 
vided; that in any county, township, city or 
district wherein no general election shall 
have been held after its organization, a 
convention of anv party polling at least 
three per cent. of the votes cast in the pre- 
cincts composing such county, township, 
city or district shall have the same power 
and its nominations the same effect as 
though suchcounty, township, city or dis- 
trict had been organized before the next 
preceding genera! election. 

1187. All nominations made by an 
such convention shall be certified as fol- 
lows: The certificate of nomination, which 
must be in writing, shall contain the -name 
ofeach person nominated, his residence 
and the office for which he is nominated, 
and shall Gesignate the party or principle 
which such convention represents. It shall 
be signed by the chairman and secretary of 
such convention, who shall add to their 
signatures their respective places of resi- 
dence, and make oath before an officer 
authorized to administer thre same, that the 
mee stated in such €ertificate is true to 
th 


best of their knowledge and belief, and | 


acertificate of the oath shall be annexed to 
the certificate of nomination. 


It is provided, however, that candi- 
dates may be piaced onthe ticket who 
are supported by a petition or certifi- 
cate signed by 5 per cent. of the voters 
at the last preceding general election. 
Such nominees, the Attorney-General 
holds, are not entitled to a party desig- 
nation at the head of theticket. It is 
in this way that the Populites will have 
to make their nominations to secure 
recognition by the Secretary of State.

Message from the Mayor Vetoing 
the Ionia Street Sewer. 


Reports of Officers ‘and Committees 
Presented and Passed on. 


Smelting Company Granted Permission to 
Take Water from the Kiver—Street | 
Improvements Ordecred—City 
Attorney's Report, 


The City Council met in regular ses- 
sion yesterday morning at the usual 
hour, every ward, with the single ex- 
ception of the Third, being represented, 


and Councilman Tufts presiding tempo- 
rarily. 


After the usual preiiminaries had 
been disposed of, the following message 
from the Mayor was reai: 

MESSAGE FROM THE MAYOR. ; 

To the Honorable the Council of the City of 
Los Angeles: iL return herewith without my 
approval ordinance providing fdr the con- 
struction of a sewer along Ionia street. On 
application to the City Engineer I am in- 
formed that ‘‘the present sewer on Seventh 
street, into which it is intended to empty 
the’ sewerage from Ionia street if the sewer 
is construeted at present, is taxed to its ut- 
most capacity owing to the fact that it is 
made the temporary intercepting sewer for 
all the sewage flowing intv the Arroyo de 
los Reyes main sewer, lying nerth of Sev- 
enth street.’’ 

Property-owners complain of the hard- 
ship entailed on themin compelling them 
to build sewers before they can be used, 
and I suggest that the construction of this 
sewer be postponed until a connection can 
be made with the outfall sewer, before 
which time it cannot be utilized, when I am 
informed the property-owner will be only 
too glad to pay for comstructipg the same.

A. M. Stephens, Esq., appeared be- 
fore the Council on behalf of purchascrs 
of the refunding funds tothe amount of 
$360,000, Messrs. Hays & Sons of 
Cleveland, O., asking for one week's 
further time to perfect the contract. 
As the purchasers have $3000 on de- 
posit with the City Clerk, and are pay- 
ing the interest, the request of Mr. 
Stephens was granted. 

STREET MATTERS. 

The Superinténdent of Streets re- 
ported that much trouble has been 
caused by people dumping garbage, 
etc.. in the new sewers, and recom- 
mending that an ordinance be passed 
making this a misdemeanor and offer- 
ing a réward of $25 for the detection 
of every violator of the law. On 
motion, the City Attorney was in- 
structed to prepare the necessary ordi- 
nance. 

On recommendation of the Street 
Superintendent, the contractor for the 
paving of Alamenda street, between 
First and Commercial streets, was 
eranted sixty days additional time. for 
the completion of his contract. 

HEALTH OFFICER'S REPORT. 

The Health Officer reported, calling 
attention to theinsufticent water supply 
of the city hall for flushing closets, 
etc.. and incidentally severely criticiz- 
ing the Council for its neglect of duty. 
Filed, asthe matter had already been 


attended to. 


The Health Officer also called atten- 
tion to a nuisance created by the over- 
flowing of the Zanza Madre in the 
Southern Pacific yards back pf the 


roundhouse, caused by the Capitol 


Mills taking water for power pu 


rposes, 
Filed, as the matter is now in the 


courts. 
Attention was also called to the con- 


dition of Lake Shore avenue, and the 


Health Officer recommended that the 


street be properly graded asa sanitary 
measure. A nuisance is: caused by 
seepage water from reservoir No. 4. 
Referred to the Board of Public Works. 

The Health Officer reported at length 
the precaution taken by his department 
against the possible introduction of 
cholera, saying that while he did not 
think there was any dunger of an out- 
break of cholera in this city, still every- 
thing had been done. He urged that 
the strictest sanitary measures be 
enforced, andthat the city be made as 
clean as possible, as cholera cannot 
find a lodgment where there is no filth, 
and that a clean city is a good adver- 
tisement any way. 


CITY ATTORNEY'S REPORT. 


The City Attorney reported adversely 


in the matter of appropriating the sur- 
plus for the widening of Seventh street 
for paying the expenses of a former 
commission, which is clearly against 
the law. 

In the matter of grading Broadway, 
between Tenth and Main streets by 
private ‘contract, the City Attorney 
recommended that the matter be post- 
poned until the city has acquired all the 
land, a portion of the street being still 
in litigation. The recommendation was 
adopted, as was also that denying the

Supreme Court Opinion Received 
for Filing. 


Urquidas, the Burglar, Will Not Get 
a New Trial.. 


The Cathedral Burglar Given Time 
for His Bill of Exceptions.

The decision of the Supreme Court 
‘affirming the judgment and order of 
Judge McKinley in the case of the Peo- 
ple, etc., (respondent) vs. Nicodenius 

rquidas (appellant) was received yes- 
terday by Deputy Clerk Ashmore for 
filing in this city. 

The defendant was convicted’ of the 
crime of burglary in the second degree, 
and sentenced to be imprisoned in the 
State prison for the term of one year. 
The appeal is from the judgment and an 
order denying a new trial. 

The charge was that the defendant 
entered the barn of one Beale with in- 
tent to commit larceny, and the evi- 
dence on the part of the prosecution 
tended to show that such an entry was 
made by defendant about 2 o ‘clock in 
the morning. The judgment, says the 
Court, cannot be reversed, therefore, 
for want of evidence to justify the 
verdict. 

It was claimed that ‘the Court erred 
in refusing to strike out, on motion of 
defendant, a portion of the testimony 
of the witness Rose and in admitting 
over defendant’s objections another 
portion of the same witness’ testimony. 
The Court, however, sees no error in 
the rulings compiained of, and with 
teierence to the instructions excepted 
to says: ‘‘As a whole the instructions 
stated the law applicable to the case 
very fully and fairly.’’ 

One of the grounds upon which a new 
trial was asked. was that of newly dis- 
covered evidence, but the Court dis- 
poses of that as follows: ‘In this case 
the affidavits offered in support of the 
motion were in contradiction of the evi- 
dence introduced by the people ahd in 
support of that given by defendant. 
The evidence was cumulative, and it 
fails to satisfy us that it would have 
rendered a different result probable on 
a retrial of the case. We can, there- 
fore, see no abuse of discretion by the 
trial court in denying tl the niotion.”’

PASADENA. 


Numerous New Ordinances Presented 
to the City Council. 


Death of Maj. Gilchrist—James Cruick- 


shank Dies of Typhoid Fever—Per- 
sonal Notes of Interest—The 
News in Brief, 


The City Council met in regular session 
at 2 o'clock yesterday afternoon. All the 
Trustees were present and. Mayor Weed 
presided. 


The minutes of the last meeting were 
read and approved. .. 

G. A. Gibbs called the attention ef the 
board to an alleged nuisance resulting from 
people depositing rubbish at the corner of 
Colorado street and Lake avenue. No ac- 
tion was taken in the matter. 

-An ordinance was submitted and declared 
read for the first time prescribing rules 
and sanitary regulations for the city of 
Pasadena; also for the art of plumbing 
within the city limits. 

THE ART OF PLUMBING. 

Section 1 provides that a board of health, 
aided by a master plumber, shall be ap- 
poisted by the Council. This shall consti- 
tute an examining board to decide upon 
the competency of any person to practice 
the art of plumbing in the city. 

Section 2 provides for an examination, 
which plumbers must pass before they can 

y theirtrade. The man who shows that 

€ possesses the requisite amount of knowl- 
edge on sanitary matters is granted a cer- 
tificate, which permits him to practice his 
art Jn free American fashion. 

The succeeding sections prescribe that a 
registered plumber must notify the Health 
Officer whene-er he may change his rest- 
dence or place of business. They also 
define a ‘‘master’’ plumber to mean a 
“registered’’ plumber and a ‘“‘journeyman”’ 
plumber to be the plumber who works for 
a ‘“master’’+ plumber. All important 
plumbing work shall be done only with the 
appvoval of the plumbing inspector. The 
size and weight of drainage pipe, and the 
manner of laying the same are prescribed 
after the form of the ordinance now gov- 
erning in Los Angeles. : 

MUST CONNECT WITH THE SEWER, 

After November 1 next all drainage 
within the following limits shall have di- 
rect connection with the sewer’ system to 
the exclusion of cesspools, etc.: Bounded 
on the west by Delacy street, on the south 
by a line 100 feet south of tire south line of 
Dayton street, on the east by the center 
line of Broadway and Little avenue, and on 
the north by Walnut and Mary streets. All 
closets and outhouses within the city limits 
shall be thoroughly cleansed according to 
methods prescribed by the Board of Health 
whenever so ordered. In short, this body 
shall have the power to correct all sanitary 
evils. An exhaustive set of rules and regu- 
lations are Jaid down covering the manner 
in which all plumbing is to be done in the 
future. The violation of the ordinance, or 
any ofits provisions, shall be deemeda 
misdemeanor, and shall be punishable by a 
fine of not less than $10 nor more than 
$100, or by imprisonment inthe city jail 
not exceeding 100 days, or by bogh fine and 
imprisonment. 

THE BOARD OF HEALTH AND HEALTH OFFICER. 

A second ordinance was presented and 
rea@ forthe firsttime providing that the 
Board of Health shall consist of tive mem- 
bers, the chairman of the City Committee 
on Sewage and Sanitation to be a member 
and president ex-officio of said board, the 
remaining four menibers to consist of three 
practising physicians and one civil engi- 
neer. The Health Officer shall be an ex-offi- 
cio member of the board and shall be its 
executive officer. The members shall serve 
without compensation. It shall be the duty 
of the board to see that all sanitary regula- 
tions are enforced. 

Athird ordinance bearing on the same, 
subject was submitted. It providea thata 
health officer be selected by the Board of 
Trustees to have personal supervision of 
sanitary affairs andto execute the orders 
of the Board of Health. 

‘ OTHER BUSINESS. 

An ordinance was read for the first time 
granting to the Colorado Street Railway 
Company a franchise for'thirty years, aud 
another to Prof. Lowe, who purchased the 
Linda Vista line, which will permit the ex- 
tension of the former road west on Colorado 
Street to the new Terminal station. 

The Committee on Auditing and Finance 
recommended the payment of a bill of 
$1.80, which was duly aeanes. 

A petition was presented asking for the 
completion of a cement sidewalk on the 
east side of Fair Oaks avenune between 
Colorado and Kansas streets at the,expense 
of the property owners, saidcement to in- 
clude the brick sidewalk in front of Dr. S. 
Rosenberger's store. As Rosenberger, 
M. D., owner of twenty-five foot frontage,”’ 
was the only thing inthe way of a signa- 
ture attached, the petition was referred 
back to the sender for more signers. 

William Morgan was granted permission 
to erect a one-story: building on Raymond 
avenue adjoining the postoffice on the 
north. It will be used to supply an en- 
trance way to Mr. Morgan's stable. 

Two bids were opened for ditching and 
guttering California street west of Orange 
Grove avenue. Owen Kinsman and C. K. 
Michener were willing todo the work for 
$2195, and H. E. Copelin's figures were 
$1725. Both bids were rejected, and the 
clerk was instructed to readvertise for the 
same. 

The meeting then adjourned. 

THE COMING CONVENTION. 

The Y.M.C.A, State Executive Committee 
has issued a formal call for the twelfth an- 
nual State convention, which convenes in 
Pasadena Octo»er The convention will 
open at 5:30 o'clock in the evening with a 
collation and welcome exercises. The prin- 
cipal sessions will be held in the M. E. Tab- 
ernacle and the Presbyterian Church. It 
is urged thatevery town and college asso- 
ciation, regardless of distance, be repre- 
sented. Representation is based on the 
active membership of aMiliated associa. 
tions, and on membership of evangelical 
churches in towns without associations, 
Each town or college association is limited 
to ten regular delegates, who myst be act- 
ive members, and to two additional dele- 
gates for every 100 members or fraction 
thereof beyond the first hundred. Presi- 
dents and general secretaries of. associa- 
tions, and members of the State Committee, 
are entitled to all privileges of elected del. 
egates and are not included in the above. 
Two ladies may be sent. as representatives 
of ladies’ committees or auxiliaries. En- 
tertainment will be provided by the citi- 
zens of Pasadena, the “city of hospitable 
homes,"’ for all regular delegates and duly 
appointed representatives whose names are 
received in time. 

The programme will be carefully pre- 
pared, so as to illustrate fully and practi- 
cally the various lines of the association's 
work. Special attention will be given col- 
lege, railroad, religious and junior work, 
work in small towns and Bible study. 
Plans are made for an out-door afternoon 
of athletic exercises. A stereopticon even- 
ing will exhibit views of association build- 
ings, working rooms, convention groups, 
etc. A novel feature will be a song service 
with the words and music thrown upon a 
screen. Department tmheetings will d@fford 
opportunity for a more thorough discus- 
sion of certain phases of the work bv those 
expecially interested. The music will be 
in charge of competent leaders.

DEATH OF MAJ. GILCHRIST. 

At 11 o'clock Sunday night, Maj. James 
D. Gilchrist breathed his last after a long 
fliness at the residence of his broéther-in- 
law, Gov. H. H. Markham, on Pasadena ave- 
nue. Maj. Gilchrist returned a couple of 
months ago from Sacramento. where he oc- 
aresponsible position atthe capl- 
tol. His health wasthen mach impaired, 
but it was only during the past few weeks 
that his condition was regarded as_ serious. 
He suffered from a form of brain disease, 
and despite the best medical treatment he 
gradually grew worse until the end came. 

Maj. Gilchrist cameto Pasadena about 
twelve years ago. He was a man of af- 
fairs. In business he was always active 
and successful as well. He was a charter 
member and the first commander of John 
F. Godfrey Post. G.A.R. He was also a 
member of the Masonic Lodge and of the 
order of Knignts of Pythias, and was a com- 
municant at the First Congregational 
Church. He wasa native of New Hamp- 
shire, and was born in 1840. In Pasadena: 
he enjoyed the respect of all with whom he 
came in contact in business or in social re- 
lations and his death is generally deplored. 
His sorrowing widow has the sympathy of 
the entire community injher grievous affiic- 
tion. 

The funeral will take place at 4 o'clock 
this afternoon from the residence of Gov. 
Markham. 

ANOTHER DEATH. 

James G. Cruickshank, oldest son of Mrs. 
Henrietta Cruickshank, died about 10 
o’clock Sunday morning of typhoid fever at 
Catalina, where Mrs. Cruickshank had been 
spending the summer. He had been ili for 
several weeks and his death was not unex- 
pected. He was 15 years of age andwas a 
boy of exceptional promise. Bright in in- 
tellect, lovable in disposition and manly in 
his deportment, he won the heartsof all 
who knew him, and mnny there arein the 
community whowill sincerely mourn his 
death. it has been aterrible blow to his 
mother, who lost another son several years 
ago trom the same disease. , 

Funeral services will be held at 10 o'clock 
this morning at Mrs. Cruickshank's resi.

The County Supervisors met yesterday 
afternoon and fixed the county tax rate at

The above advertisement, which ap- 
peared some time last spring in the Po- 
lice Gazette of New York, was one of 
the many causes which brought about 
the arrest and arraignment of H. C. 
Wilson, alias Isaac W. Bain, before 
United States Commissioner Van Dyke 
yesterday morning. | 

At a not very remote period the in- 
dividual named operated in San Fran-

refarious methods a marriage bureau. 
Whiie there his questionable business 
brought him into a complication of 
serious charges and he was finally com- 
pelled to seek for pastures new and 
verdent, which he appears’ to 
have’ for a_ time found in the 
quietude of the inland town of 
Fresno. His San Francjsco misdoings, 
however, pursued him, and he was 
finally arrested, taken back to the Bay 
City, convicted, and fined $250 with 
the accompanying sentence of six 
months in jail. Another indictment 
was found against him as a result of 
his Fresno operations, and when his 
time expired this week at San Fran- 
cisco he was at once brought,to this 
city for trial charged with using the 
United States mails for defrauding peo- 
ple by means of a false marriage bu- 
reau, When the trial came up yester- 
day it was found that the indictment 
was defective,and Bain gained an acquit- 
tal upon the technicality. He immedi- 
ately tried to get out of town ina 
hurry, but United States District At- 
torney Allén secured a new information 
and he was rearrested. 

The examination was held in the 
afternoon, CC. C. Stephens appearing 
for the defense. 

The first witness, A. V. Leyda'of Ari- 
zona, testifiedthat he had replied to 
the advertisement in the Police Ga- 
zette, above quoted. Leyda said he had 
received a long reply, which he pro- 
duced, detailing the attractions and ac- 
complishments of the Spanish beauty, 
and was instructed to send on a $2 fee 
if he meant business. 

Leyda sent along the $2 in the cus- 
tomary gullible manner and soon re- 
ceived notification that the ‘‘lady’’ had 
started for Arizona. But she failed to 
materialize at the abiding place of Mr. 
Leyda, and it wasthen and only then 
that he was confronted with the unde- 
niable fact that he had been taken in 
just $2 worth. ; 

L:estimony from the postal clerks re- 
vealed the fact that Bain,’so-called, re- 
ceived scores of letters througth the mail 
and it is not at all unlikely that there 
are many more in the ‘same boat’’ 
with Mr. Leyda, but whose natural de- 
sire to avoid revealing their childish 
credulity has prompted them to keep 
silence. 

It is said that the marriage sharper 
received hundreds of dollars before his 
successful career was brought to a 
close. 

Upon the conclusion of the evidence 
submitted Bain was held for trial and 
went to jail for safe-keeping. The 
case will be vigorously prosecuted, and 
itis probable that a conviction upon 
the charge of using the mails for the 
purpose of fraud may be sustained, 
should all others fail to adhere.
